WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN 
MEETING 


To Joseph H. Pervier, a Constable in the Town of 
Pownal, in the County of Cumberland and State 
of Maine. Greeting: 

In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabi ants of said Town 
of Pownal qualified by law to vote in the town affairs, 
to assemble at the town house in said town, on Monday, 
the 14th day of March, A. D. 1949, at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon to act on the following articles, to wit: 

Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 

Art. 2. To hear the report of selectmen, treasurer, 
superintendent of schools, and any other officers’ re- 
ports and act thereon. 

Art. 8. To receive and allow accounts against the 
town if found correct. 

Art. 4. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for high school tuition. 

Art. 5. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the support of the common schools. 

Art. 6. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for textbooks and supplies. 

Art. 7. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the general repair and upkeep of school 
preperty. 

Art. 8. To see what action the town will take in re- 
gard to moving the Hodsdon School building from its 
present location to the vicinity of the Intermediate 
School at Pownal Center and raise and appropriate 
money for same. 3 

Art. 9. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the salary and expenses of superinten- 
dent and school committee. 

Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the support of poor, 


Art. 11. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for mothers’ aid and board and care, or act 
anything relative thereto. 

Art. 12. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the salaries of town officers. 

Art. 13. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for contingent expenses. 

Art. 14. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for reduction of town debt. 

Art. 15. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for State Aid road con- 
struction (in addition to the amounts regularly raised 
for the care of ways, highways and bridges) under the 
provisions of Sections 25 and 29, Chapter 20, Revised 
Statutes, 1944, as amended. 

Art. 16. To see if the town will vote to let the 
breaking of the winter roads by contract, or act any- 
thing relative thereto. 

Art. 17. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for winter roads and tractor repairs. 

Art. 18. To see what sum of money the town will . 
vote to raise for patrol road maintenance. 

Art. 19. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for common roads. 

Art. 20. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for cutting bushes on the highways. 

Art. 21. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for repair of bridges and culverts. . 

Art. 22. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum’ 
of money for the purchase of snow fence, or act any- 
thing relative thereto. 

Art. 23. To see what action the town will take re- 
garding the purchase of a power grader and loader on 
long range financing. 

Art. 24. To see what action, if any, to provide addi- 
tional equipment for use of the fire ward and appropri- 
ate money for the same, or act anything relative there- 
to. 

Art. 25, To see what action, if any, the town will 


take regarding the fire department, or act anything 
relative thereto. 

Art. 26. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the care of cemeteries. 

Art. 27. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the selectmen and town treasurer to borrow by tempo- 
rary loan such a sum of money, not to exceed twelve 
thousand dollars, as may be necessary to pay the bills 
of the town, in anticipation of unpaid taxes for the cur- 
rent year of 1949, or take any action relative thereto, 
subject to the provision of the Revised Statutes of the 
State of Maine. 

Art. 28. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and grant to be expended and used for ad- 
vertising resources, advantages and attractions of the 
State of Maine. 

Art. 29. To see if the town will set a time when the 
taxes for 1949 shall be paid. 

Art. 80. To see if the town will vote to authorize its 
selectmen and treasurer to execute release deeds, for 
and in its behalf, and for such considerations as they 
deem proper, in all cases where the town holds tax lien 
certificates on which the right of redemption has ex- 
pired and recorded and unrecorded tax deeds of real 
estate therein. 

Art. 31. To see if the town will raise and appropri- 
ate $75.00 for public health nursing in Pownal, said 
sum to be expended by the Maine Department of Health 
and Welfare, Bureau of Health, for local service. 

Art. 32. To see if the town will vote that a discount 
shall be made to those who voluntarily pay their taxes 
in money to the collector on or before a certain date. 

Art. 33. ‘To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the services of the nurses of Cumber- 
land County Public Health Association. 

Art. 34. To see if the town will vote to fix the com- 
pensation of its road commissioner, selectmen and other 
town officers ; also the compensations of men, teams, and 
trucks, or act anything relative thereto. 


Art. 35. To see if the town will vote to appropriate 
the sum of $300.00 to co-operate with the Maine Forest 
Service and the Federal Government in the control of 
the white pine blister rust in accordance with Revised 
Statutes, Chapter 32, Section 54. 

Art. 36. To see if the town will instruct the road 
commissioner to remove or plow snow from the drive- 
ways to the citizens’ homes on request and within a 
reasonable time, after the storms. Said citizens to pay a 
fair fee for services, or act anything relative thereto. 

Art. 87. To see if the town will vote to raise 
($2,000.00) two thousand dollars, to surface and tar 
that part of Lawrence Road from Babbidge’s store to 
Carl Thurber’s, or act anything relative thereto. 

Art. 38. To elect the following officers to wit: Town 
clerk, selectmen, collector of taxes, superintending 
school committee, road commissioner, cemetery com- 
missioner, and fire ward. 

Art. 39. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum 
of money for a dental clinic. 

The polls will open at the town hall at two o’clock in 
the afternoon and will close at six o’clock in the after- 
noon. . 

The selectmen give notice that they will be in session 
for the purpose of correcting the list of voters, hearing 
and deciding upon said list, at the town house in said 
town at nine o’clock in the forenoon on day of said 
meeting. 

Hereof fail not and make due return of this warrant 
with your doings thereon, to one of us on or before the 
day of said meeting.

The most serious health problem that has confronted 
our citizens was five cases of trichinosis. The patients 
were fortunate enough to have a doctor who recognized 
it in its early stage and promptly administered the 
“Ether Treatments,” so no lasting troubles have de- 
veloped. 

We have conducted the usual health clinic in co-oper- 
ation with the health nurses and much praise belongs 
to them for its success. 

Free vaccination against smallpox is hereby offered 
in compliance with the State Law.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Pownal: 

I herewith submit my fifth annual report as superin- 
tendent of schools in Pownal. On this and the accom- 
paning pages will be found statistical data having to do 
with the enrollment in the schools and information in 
regard to the schools and buildings. Also, there is a 
complete financial report showing the income and ex- 
penditures of the school department together with a 
budget for the coming year, giving the school com- 
mittee’s estimate of the cost of continuing the school 
program through the fiscal year of 1949-1950. 
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It is well to note in the statistical data that the en- 
rollment in our schools is steadily increasing. In the 
past five years, total enrollment in the grades has in- 
creased 144, 149, 155, 164, and 173, this year. This is 
in line with increased numbers in the schools all over 
the State. When or where it will end, no one knows. It 
made necessary the moving of eight children in the up- 
per grades at West Pownal to the North Pownal School. 

The school committee has prepared a budget looking 
toward duplicating the school services offered this 
year. It must be borne in mind by the townspeople that 
our present teachers are receiving considerably below 
the average for the State, and if the committee finds 
it necessary to go out and get other teachers, the cost 
is apt to be higher. Most of the buildings need minor 
repairs and one roof needs to be shingled. Total budget 
is Slightly less than last year. 

Conveyance still constitutes a major problem in the 
schools. Bus service should be adequate if it is to serve 
a useful purpose. Half the cost is provided for by the 
State Department of Education. The school committee 
is making every effort to provide the best conveyance 
arrangements possible under the circumstances. 

Music supervision which was begun last year has been 
continued through this year. This is a welcome and very 
much worthwhile addition to our schools. Because of 
this course and the added cost of conveyance, the 
State School Fund was increased this year from 
$7,746.00 to $8,793.00 These matters should be dis- 
cussed at some length at town meeting. We have good 
schools in this town or any town because the enlight- 
ened voters of the community demand good schools and 
are satisfied with nothing less. 

I write this report in earnest, sincere appreciation of 
the interest manifested by the teachers, parents, school 
committee members, and the other citizens of the town. 
Thank you for this opportunity to report.

There 
is a tuberculosis education case-finding program involv- 
ing Vollmer Patch tests with X-rays and necessary 
follow-up. The school health program is concerned pri- 
marily with protective and preventve activities that 
will contribute to the normal growth and development 
of the child.
